Feeding Soft 
Corn Is Said 
OK In Winter 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26 - You 
can do pretty well by feeding soft 
corn to y our livestock this Winter, 
but tests show that returns from 
feeding soft corn drop when it is 
fed in Spring or Summer. 
Tests at South Dakota state col­ 
lege in recent y ears compared the 
feeding value of soft corn with that 
o,* the dry ty pe for various classes 
of livestock. 
„ 
Researchers fed unsound corn 
with a moisture content ranging 
from 25 to 32 percent to y earling 
steers, 
steer 
calves, 
hogs 
and 
lan.bs. 
They found that soft corn could 
lie profitably fed to those classes 
of livestock, although the values 
vary according to ty pe. 
For example, soft com provided 
82 percent of hard corn value to 
y earling steers, 78 p e r c e n t to 
lambs and 76 percent to hogs and 
calves. 
However, results were not as sat­ 
isfactory when soft corn was fed 
during the warmer months.

It is tru e there are a nu mb er of New York newspapermen like this. 
It is equ ally tru e, however, that there are a great nu mb er of the other 
kind—the shiftless, ldealist-tu rned-cymcal, eccentric, delightfu l sou ls 
who more often than not can b e fou nd in the corner saloon. And. for 
Mr. Holden's information, a lot of reporters still sit arou nd indoors 
with their hats on their heads. They figu re they won't lose them that 
way. 
The stark fact mu st b e faced that a newspaperman is n o t an aver­ 
age man 
If he were an average man, he’d b e in a different b u siness; 
he’d b e a b ank teller or a grocer or an accou ntant—some place where 
he'd make more money more consistently. 
Nob ody gets rich in this trade except a trained seal or tw-o. Why 
does the reporter get into the rat race in the first place, then** Likely 
b ecau se he is a little offb eat. He is intrigu ed b y the prospect of the 
ever-changing scene and he warms to the possib ilities of cru sading 
for good against evil. 
If he is a writing kind of newspaperman, the thou ght of giving fu ll 
rein to his fine Italian hand fascinates him. Mostly, however, I wou ld 
hay he drifts into the b u siness b ecau se he feels for some u ndefined 
reason that he b elongs in it. Never ju st to make a living.

THE NEW YORK REPORTER can b e, and is, s strange sou l. T icsi- 
dents and governors b ore him and he rarely respects them. He is 
openly skeptical of the b asic good in man and yet when no one is 
looking he reads the poems of Ernest Dow'son. He reads the .spoit 
pages endlessly and yet can discu ss the works of Prou st with passab le 
accu racy. 
He always is going to take a crack at writing Action and he never 
does. He is. su mmed u p, a dazed, oddly naive, forlorn, b itter, seedy 
b ravo w'ho stu mb les throu gh life jeikily, driven b y sn insatiab le cu ri­ 
osity and a deep, pitifu l hope that the world is not as b ad as he knows 
it to b e. And he d o * s w’ear his hat and occasionally tell the city editor 
where he can go. Don’t sob er him u p too mu ch, Mr. Holden. He is 
not an ordinary man.

Dr. Margaret Brew, of the home 
economics staff, came to this con­ 
clusion after conducting a survey 
of farm and city families. 
The study shows that rural folks 
have from two thirds to t h r e e - 
fourths more clothes than t h e i r 
city cousins. 
But dollar-wise, it was a differ­ 
ent story. The ratio was three to 
two in favor of city men
